Mr. John Blue laid before the audi- 
ence the pride which the great north- 
ern half of Alberta might feel over 
expressing thelr admiration and rey- 
erence for the soldiers who weut over- 
seas, and for those who will never 
return, by the erection of a splendid 
memorial hall on the site granted 
by the city of Bdmonton overlooking 
the Saskatchewan. He urged the as- 
sistance of the organized farmers in 
such a high cause and he got a splen- 
did hearing. 

What the Veterans Want 

“The words most on everbody’s lips 
today are ‘reconstruction’ and ‘re-es- 
tablishment,’ sald Lieut. Johnson, M. 
©, “But the soldiers don’t need re- 
construction; all they want is re-es- 
tablishment. They are men and they 
want to be treated as such, for thus 
they went away. They fought not 
for themselves alone but for all, and 
it is for the good of all they will 
work when they return. They have 
undergone great hardships and seen 
horrible sights, but they have not 
lost their sense of citizenship They 


must be treated with patience, but 
they will soon fit back into the 
groove of everyday affairs.” 


The proposition to make soldiers 
farmers (Lieut. Johnson considered 
entirely practical and feasible, All 
the returned men need is fair treat- 
ment and a fair measure of co-opera- 
tion. 

The men also feel very strongly 
on the subject of pensions. The men 
of the ranks who were disabled are 
as much handicapped by this injury 
as an officer would be. “We belleve 
in and demand an equality of treat. 
ment,” he declared, amidst applause. 
“Our motto is going to be equality 
for all and favoritism to none.” He 
also declared the veterans must and 
will make their influence felt in poli- 
tics in order that a square deal is 
assured. 

“We have in Alberta over 600 dis- 
abled men who have been or are be- 
ing trained tn new occupations. Two 
of such schools are here in Edmon- 
ton.” Lieut. Johnson explained how 
such vocational training is fitting 
men for new work and gaid it is the 
duty, as he saw it, of all who can to 
help these men into positions where 
they can be independent. Such men 
of sptrit asked no special indulgence, 
all that was wanted was a chance to 
again get into the working ranks 
of the people which the great mass 
of the western soldiers left to offer 
themselves in sacrifice against a 
force which would have smothered all 
freedom in the world, 

Iand Settiment Endorsed 

Mr. Rice Sheppard read a resolu- 
tion from the G, W. V. A. for which 
endorsation was asked of the U. F. A, 
The resolution was in the form of a 
message sent to Sir Thomas White 
by the returned men, The message 
urged the government, fn view of the 
seriousness of the situation, to make 
temporary provision by order-in- 
couneil for acquiring lands upon 
which soldiers may be placed for the 
comine season's crops. 

The convention unanimously en- 
dorsed the resolution. 

The repatriation plans of the fed- 
eral government were explained by 
J. A. Stevenson of Ottawa, The com- 
mittee which he represented was to 
assist in the work of demobilization 
and re-establishment. 

The assistance of various local or- 
ganizations was miost earnestly de- 
sired. The U. F. A. could help by 
the creation of special repatriation 
committees of each local. Inasmuch 
as so many soldiers enlisted from the 
farms. it was fitting that they should 
be helped back to farm life by farm. 
er organizations He also suggested 
that sulfable memortal centers ‘be 
erected !n rural districts, 

Regarding the proposed new provin- 
cial act for consolidated schools the 
Hon. Geo. P. Smith In the cdurse of a 
most eloquent address stated that it 
would contain certain Important and 
essential changes in the present ordi- 
nance. The act will remove most of 
the causes for disturbance that have 
thus far created differences. It will 
remove the interests that clash be- 
tween town and country, making the 
relationship of the urban and rural 
vote workable and less objectionable. 
Yurther than this he could not go in 
discuesion of the proposed legislation, 
However, he sald the act was now in 
course of being drafted. 

Mr. Smith appealed for the broadest 
spirit of co-operation in all n.atters of 
education, and his tnspiring message 
and appeal were received with hearty 
appreetation by the meeting 


“The war, amongst other things, 


has taught us the value of an unedu- | 


cated democracy,” sald Mr, Smith. 
Even Great Britain in the midst of 


war has planned and launched a most | 


stupendous program of improved edu- 
cation. In France the appeal was that 
notwithstanding the pertis of war and 
sacrifices there must not be forgotten 
the duties to tomorrow. The French 
elementary schools were never closed, 
How different was the case In Russia, 
where education of the masses was ne- 
glected and the power crumbled and 
to enforce attendance, either on moral 
Are First Lines of Defences 

“A democracy must stand or fall by 
the general intelligence of its people. 
The public schools of @ nation are Its 
first line of defence in every particu- 
lar. 

“The greatest problem we face in the 
province is education. And that of the 
rural schools is the greatest in the 


province,” Mr, Smith gave as reasons. | 


Two-thirds of the children of the 


province get their education tn the 
rural scnools. Less than five per cent 
of chese children enjoyed the privi- 
leges of secondary education. 

Cousciidated schools were the only 
mediuin to extend secondary advan- 
tages to rural districts, The great 
drawbacks to such schools were the 
heavy costs and the difficulty of im- 
perfect roads. 
hoped some solution of the difficulty 
may be found. This was one of the 
most serious problems. 

While only five per cent of rural 
school children advanced to secondary 
education, yet it was a fact that from 
the country came the great bulk of 
sound business men and ablest leaders 
of the nation. Only the new blood from 
the country could save the cities trom 
the evils pecular to the abnormal con- 
ditions of a congested population. 

Another big problem was the diffi- 
culty of enforcing school attendance in 
rural districts. While the province did 
as much as possible, so many live 80 
far from achools that it was impossible 
to enforce attendance, either on moral 
or statutory grounds. 

Again, geographical peculiarities 
| were in the way of speedily and easily 
| carrying a program of education into 
the mot satisfactory effect. 

Canadianizing the great mass of 
foreign and alien people constituted 
still another problem. “Any man or 
woman attaining citizenship without 
becoming familiar with the English 
language is working under a han- 
dicap. Yet it is from such classes that 
we have the most trouble in enforcing 
school attendance. 

Is Pressing Problem 


“Out in the most isolated districts, 
and where conditions are least desir- 
able is where generally we have the 
least qualified teachers. And I am not 
reflecting on the excellent work which 
is done by many able and fine teach- 
ers so situated. But it shows that 
this is one of the problems before us 
today.” 

Over $100,000,000 is being appropri- 
ated annually henceforth by the U. 8. 
government to advance the cause of 
national education. Even worse con- 
ditions in the rural districts of the 
United States were reported than Is the 
case in Alberta, where the situation is 
bad enough, 

Right here in Canada were national 
problems as great as in the United 
States. Either the federal government 
must grant a considerable sum for 
provincial education or the natural 
resources must be turned over to the 
provinces to raise funds, (Cheers.) 


ing profession and the value of re-

| nized by the provincial department of 
feducation. It was proposed that re- 
‘turned men, by reason of their great 
| experience, and who had 10th grade 
education, should be placed on an 
llth grade standard and permitted 
to teach. In the face of this came 
word that the federal government ts 
planning to place returned men tn the 
universities on pay and allowance, 
but that no provision is made for 
helping these men into training for 
teachers. 

“If such a thing is done and no ac- 
count is taken of the men who might 
and should attend normal schools, the 
federal authorities are overlooking a 
most vital point in the whole plan of 
perfecting educational facilities and 
meeting ‘the Idemand that will be 
;made for teachers. 

“I am not very sympathetic with 
| that proposal;” said Mr. Smith in ref- 
erence to a resolution of Wood River 
,U. F. A. local to fix a minimum sal- 
ary of $340 per annum to certain 
rural school districts of Alberta. 
“Teachers are now pald little 
enough. We have placed the govern- 
ment grant as high as possible to en- 
able rural schools to pay thé min!- 
mum salaries at least’ 
Salaries Scandalously Low 
| “The salaries here are scandalously 
low. Anyone can earn the minimum 
‘salary of a teacher, a person upon 
| whom depends so much the future 
welfare of the nation, 

“I do not like the term 
our school curriculum,,’ said Mr. 
Smith. “I prefer that it be called 
|‘eltizenship.’ This is something that 
should be taught not a half hour each 
| day, but all the time) The most tm-

not one had a position guaranteed. 
Solution of Bolshevism 

“You hear on every side today a de- 
nunelation but still a fear of Bolshev- 
ism," 
of the Alberta Federation of Labor 
“The movement is viewed from many 
angles, but I think the whole solution 
of Bolshevism ts giving employment 
to our laboring men.’ He went on to 
deplore health and sanitary conditions 
in.amining camps, for instance.” "Doc- 
tors never complain about unsanitary 
conditions because they make their 
Nving off the sickness of others. The 
business of a people's good health was 
one demanding the attention of a state 
and he urged that the men trained 
overseas In army medical work be en- 
gaged by the state to aid in looking 
after the portions of the country where 
medical aid is not now available. 

Mr. Wheatley regarded the present 
federal system of working out plane 
for readjustment and reforms as mere 
| patchwork costing many millions of 
wasted money. The railways, mines 
and other utilities should be national- 
ized. This was the only way for real 
reconstruction, and he seriously asked 
that it be remembered that working 
men are not going to stand things 
that were forced upon them before the 
war. 


Political Situation 


Referring to the political situation 
Mr. Wheatley said although his or- 
| ganization was pledged to political ac- 
| tion he did not favor entering politics 
|as a definite Labor party. He felt that 
jguch as the farmers, returned sokiters 
and labor have so much itn common 
that they could unite in general prin- 
ciple and enforce political demands. 
It must also be remembered that they 
had to deal with men who had reduc- 
ed the political game to a science and 
each gain from the workers would be 
|met with another scientific thrust 
iUke Union government. 

“We must not be like the cat and 
the dog—fight when our tails are tied 
together,” warned Mr. Wheatley. “We 
{as an organization can work with our 
| heads together, though, and defeat 
|who would tle our tails together and 
make us fight. 

Mr. Wheatley advocated a plan of 
fraternal insurance among the farm- 
ers’ organizations, having especial re- 
gard to the HMability of accident and 
disablement. 

In closing with warmest greetings 
from the labor federation Mr. Wheat- 
ley professed to wonder at the toler- 
ation of the U. F. A. “You sat here 
for almost an entire afternoon and lis- 
tened with the most astounding pa- 
tience to Mr. Brown, representing the 
bankers, who told you, at length, how

RUSSIA'S REPLY 


IS PRESENTED; TOTHE POWERS? 


Cecil Believes Tribunal with 
Binding Powers Not 
Practicable 


SHOULD BE NON-RIGID 


But Have Sufficient Power 
to Prevent Surprise War 
Declarations 


LONDON, Jan, 23.—Lerd Robert 
Cecil, who today announced at Paris 
that he had submitted to the peace 
congress a draft of the British view 
of the subject of the league of na- 
tions, believes the world has not yet 
reached a stage at which an abso- 
lutely rigid system for the preserva- 
tion of International peace can be st 
up, according to a Reuter’s despatch 
from the French capjtal, In discus- 
sing his idea of the form the league 
should take, Lord Robert says he 
thinks an international tribunal with 
binding powers is not practicable at 
present 

“The creation of non-rigid interna- 
tional machinery by which a council 
| by exerting influence toward concill- 
ation may work will be the main 
strength of future peace makers,” he 
said. 

“Such a body must, however, pos- 
sess at least sufficient internationally 
guaranteed power to be able to pre- 
vent surprise declarations of war and 
to compel disputants to acecpt delay 
during which forces of civilization 
may have time to try to avert a cal- 


amity. 
Must Be Respected 

“The inter-dependence of modern 
states has become so great that no 
nation can control its own affairs 
entirely without regard to the effects 
of its actions on other nations. It is 
important to proceed with the ut- 
most respect for national sovereignty. 
At present certain international or- 
ganizations such as postoffices and 
telegraphs are regulated by interna- 
tional agencies. Before the war we 
| had the Danube Commission, the 
| Rhine Convention and even interna- 
tional labor organizations. 

“It is easy to see that In the fu- 
ture certain cities located on water- 
ways will have to be under interna- 
tional control, which will guarantee 
free access to them. Some of the 
| new states formed out of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, for example, can- 
not possibly have independent access 
'to the sea. Switzerland is, accord- 
ing to newspaper despatches, con- 
sidering a plan which will give her 
a way to reach tidewater. Certain 
nations have a strong interest in hay- 
ing free access to Salontki, but it is 
out of the question for them to plan 
possession of that port. The most 
impomant example ef thie kind, of 
course," is the ardanelles and the 
Bosphorus. 

“These examples of international 
agencies which are necessary lead 
naturally to a new organization, the 
object of which will be the welfare of 
the nations of the world,

“with Assassins” 


ONLY COURSE OPEN 


This Is U.S. and British Del- 
egates’ View of Proposed 
Conference 


PARIS, Jan. 28.—(Ry the A. P.) 
Whether the efforts of the great pow- 
ers to tranqullize 
ceed or fail was still in the balance 
tonight. No reply had come from the 
Bolsheviki or from any other faction, 
and as the wireless embodying the 


this morning, some days may intervene 
tefore anything definite can be known 

In the meantime prominent ant!- 
Bolsheviki leaders in Paris are not 
clear on their course, and the first re- 
port that they were favorable to the 
plan has been followed by a statement 
by such leaders as Sergius Sazanoff 
that he would not sit at the table with 
assassins. 

The semi-officlal Temps also asserts 
that the supreme council's proposal 
“permits traitors who withdrew Rus- 
sia from the war and turned the en- 
tire German strength against 
to be received on the same footing as 
the faithful.” 

The Only Course Open 

The American and British delegates 
feel, however, that the proposal was 
the only course open. 

Information respecting the Allies in- 
dicates that the Bolsheviki have a 
powerful army in which discipline is 
being enforced. In view of this infor- 
mation one of the premiers pointed 
out today that the Bolsheviki could 
only be combatted by a large number 
of Allied troops, which would have to 
be on the spot immediately, whereas 
none of the governments could ask 
people already wearied by war to un- 
dertake another large military expe- 
dition. 


Subjects for Saturday 

The council of the great powers to- 
day definitely set four main subjects 
to be presented at the full conference 
on Saturday: 

First—International 
tion. 

Second—Responaibility and punish- 
ment for the war. 

Third—Indemnity. 

Fourth — Internationalization 
ports, waterways and railways. 

“Bolshevikfs Greatest Victory” 

PARIS, Jan, 23.—Prince Lvoff, for- 
mer Russian premier, in a statement 
today strongly deprecated the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Council regard- 
ing Russia. 

“We never thought,” said Prince 
Lvoff, “that the conference would 
commence its peace work by renew- 
ing relations with our tyrants. The 
Bolsheviki have won their greatest 
victory in Paris. The declaration of 
the council not only is of danger to 
us but to the whole world. It gives 
new impulse to anarchy.”

Jean Masson of Montreal 
at U. F. A. Convention Deals

The Canadians in Quebec do not be- 
Meve there is any euch boundary that 
really exists, and who can blame 
jthem? Not you, nor I. They have 
been settled in Canada one hundred 


and fifty years before any of you came) 


or even thought of coming. They 
have traveled over mostly the entire 
North American continent. They have 
spread all over Canada, taking first 
contact with the Indians and with 
Canadian soil. They have been the 
first Canadian farmers, courageously 
facing the necessity of re-claiming, as 
it were, farming land from the forests, 
and even yet their unfailing courage 
and energy is constantly called upon 
to continue this tmportant work 
throughout the land, and after Mving 
three hundred years tn a country 
which they have opened to civfization, 
to trade and industry, in a country 
which they unceasingly defended 
against all comers, they feel this coun- 
try is their home, and that their claims 
to Canadian citizenship has been well 
earned, and they have no thought or 
ambition of leaving the country, It 
ie home. 

One hundred and fifty years ago 
your forefathers were called upon by 
| Providence to come to help them 
develop this immense country, and 
you, of all who have come to thie 
country since that time, you, who have 
jeettied on the land, tilling, sewing, 
reaping, so that the grey dust of the 
|soll and the golden dust of the harvest 
[have almost identified the farmer 
| with the land, you gre they who have 
afier them and who can 


fir#t claim 
best understand these fellow oitizens 
of yours. 


Not Well Fnough Acquainted 
We have known too Mttle of each

If to this fact, taken from nature 
iteelf and borne out by the experience 
of these last few years among all Can- 
adians, irrespective of origin, we add 
the deterring factor of a careful and 
thorough training, as was given in 
1911 by one of the political parties In 
this country, against anything scent- 
ing of militariam, such as a tin pot 
navy (however respectable) we are 
getting a better view of the position itn 
which August, 1914, found your east- 
ern partners. 

Other factors, such as a campaign 
of abuse unparatleled in our history, 
might be taken into account, but I do 
not care to inaist on sing for which, at 
nome future time adequate atonement 
may be assured. 

The Logical Course 

But what appears to me as the only 
logical thing to have been done tn or- 
der to meet such a situation was to 
handle it with a broad policy of sym- 
pathetic co-operation that would ac- 
centuate and develop the spirit of rel- 
ative apathy, I may call it, which eir- 
cumstances have created. 

I will refrain from commenting at 
present on the course pursued, save 
that it was in a large measure because 
of it that difficulties arose and in 
epite of it that any enlistment took 
place.

About 200 teachers of the public 
and high schools, two-thirds of them 
women, braved the wintry blast on 
Thursday night in order to attend the 
meeting called by the Public School 
Board in the assembly room of the 
McKay Ave, school for the purpose of 
discussing the “matter of salary in- 
creases and the proposed amendments 
to the schedule, 

While no new facts were brought 
out the reayons upon which the re- 
quest of the teachers for an increase 
were re-stated by several speakers in 
a clear and convincing manner. The 
remarks of the teachers’ spokesmen 
were vigorously applauded. In reply 
all the members of the ‘board who 
were present dealt with the subject 
from their standpoint, While no ex- 
plicit promises were made, except by | 
Dr. Crang, who came boldly out into) 
the open and said that he was in favor | 
of granting the increases, the trustees 
all indicated that they were in sym- 
pathy with the teachers’ demands and 
the intimation was pretty clearly 
conveyed that a revision, upward, of 
the salary schedule may be looked 
for at an early date, 

The teachers were obviously much 
heartened as a result of the meeting. 
They passed a vote of thanks to the 
trustees with the utmost enthusiasm 
and sang “The National Anthem” with 
a vigor that silenced the January wind 
itself. 

Chairman H. W. B. Douglas, of the 
board, occupied the chair and in @ 
brief introductory statement pointed 
out that the echool estimates last year 
had been $760,000. This year the in- 
dications were that the total amount 
required would be $800,000 or more. 
It was a difficult problem for the 
board to finance $800,000, in view of 
the present financial state of the elty. 
It was not that the board was un- 
willing to increase salaries. They were 
all willing to do that, he felt sure. The

Mr. Shoficld Speaks ’ 

The first to respond was A. Shofield, 
vice-principal of the McKay Avenue 
achool and president of the Public 
School Teachers’ Alliance, He began 
by saying that there were no new facts 
to be presented. The basis of fact 
wpon which the teachers asked for an 
.inerease in salary could not be streng- 
thened. He recapitulated the main 
grounde, 

First was the well-known fact of 
the increase in the cost of living. It 
was familiar to all that the cost of 
clothing and food was twice what it 
use to be and that necessities had 
gone up in price from 60 to 75 per 
cent. To meet this the wages of men 
working on the railways had been in- 
creased from 30 to 50 per cent, the 
wages of bank employees had gone up 
from 15,to 20 per cent. Even the 
lawyers had increased some of their 
charges 30 per cent. In other pro- 
fowsions war bonuses had been given 
as compensation. In Winnipeg, Moose 
Jaw and Calgary the teachers’ salary 
schedules had been increased prac- 
tically by $300 a year all around, But 
in Edmonton the teachers were actu- 


ally receiving less than they did in 
1914, 
“We ask an increased schedule, 


slightly larger than that given in any 
cther place for the reason that up to 
date we have received no increase 
whatever since the 1913 schedule was 
fixed,’ said Mr. Schofield. | 

The speaker declared that the thing 
was practicable. If increases in the} 
salaries paid the municipal civil ser- 
the estimates 
without difficulty there was no appar- 
ent reason why ‘he teachers should 
not be treated with equal justice. 


H, G. Newlands 


H. G. Newlands, of the Victoria 
High, president of the High School 
Teachers’ Alliance, followed with the 
best speech of the evening. lt was 
clear-cut, well-expressed, logical and 
went straight to the point without any 
discursiveness and side-slipping. He 
began by pointing out that the Alll- 
ance now extended through the entire| 
province. It wats not a trading com- 
pany, not a boosting syndicate, not a 
Soviet, but an organization of teach- 
ers to elevate the standar dof the! 
teaching profession and to see that} 
its members got their juet dues. 

He rehearsed the history of the cuts| 


outbreak of the war and) 
declared: “We are, today, teaching 
on salaries exactly the same they 
were in 1918, because any automatic! 
increages have been neutralized by 
cuts.” 

The speaker read statistics to show | 
that the figures of the per capita cost | 
of education in Edmonton, with res-| 
pect to the teaching cost, compared | 
very favorably with those of other!/ 
cities in the country. The highest was! 
Regina, $63.45 a year per pupil. The | 
lowest was Lethbridge, with $41.70.) 
Edmonton was third from the bottom , 
with $48.61. | 

The excuse for not paying the teach- 
ers of Edmonton what they had justly 
earned was that there was difficulty 
in collecting the taxes, But, in this | 
case, it was not the teachers who} 
should be penalized $300 or $400 aj 
year, The average high school teacher 
owned his home and paid up his 
taxes and it was unjust that he should 
bo penalized because some oth@r 1@ | 
did not pay. Taxes were the ultimate 
source of revenue for all civic opera- 
tions. Why should other activities be 
maintained and the teachers be made 
to suffer?

Eggs went into 
the cold storage at 12% and sold out 
again later at 45 cents Why did 
Canadian flour, cheese and bacon sell 
for less nd England than in Canada? 

We were going back to pre-war 
conditions now, prices would not al- 
ways stay up, and it behoved them to 
be awake. They were competing 
against people who were extremely 
well organized. Then they would have 
to go into world competition in their 
wheat products. Seventy-five per cent 
of Canada's wheat had to find a mar- 
ket abroad. So, if they could not get 
the high prices for their produce, then 
the cost of production must be de- 
creased, And the first way to do this 
was to have free trade in farm tmple- 
ments.

President Wilson is reported as 
proclaiming before an _ Italian 


Deserting an Ally 
The Allies have invited the Bol- 


by The |shevik leaders to appoint delegates 


to confer with them on the present 


status in Russia. They thereby ac- 


knowledge the Bolshevik leaders 
as qualified to determine the fu- 
ture of that vast portion of Russia 
over which they have established 
their power; and there is no mean- 
ing in their action nor candor be- 
hind it unless the Allies are pre- 
pared to deal with Lenine and his 
friends on the basis of leaving 
them in control of that portion of 
Russia. 

Long ago the Allies pledged 
themselves to free the people of 
Russia from the bloody regime of 
the Bolshevists, With that object 
in view they landed an army at 
Archangel, placed another force in 
Siberia and have taken action on 
the coasts of the Black Sea. By 
that course the elements in Russia 
hostile to Bolsehvism were invited 
to take up arms and help rescue 
themselves and their country from 
anarchy. Assured of Allied as- 
sistance thousands of them have 
done so, and thereby forfeited 
their lives should they fall into 
the hands of their enemies., 

The invitation now extended to 
the Bolshevik leaders to partici- 
pate in the settlement of Russia’s 
future means simply that the Al- 
lies have determined to break faith 
with the Russian people, desert 
those Russians who took up arms 
at their bidding, withdraw their 
Allied armies and leave Russia to 
its fate.

unanimously by the Legislature, The 
new company held its first meeting 
in August, elected its officers and went 
to work enthusiastically. 

It had been decided by the United 
Fangmers that full control and res- 
ponsibility must rest in their own 
hands. They proposed to provide the 
means for raising at each point where 
an elevator was bullt sufficient funde| 
to finance the purchase of grain at 
that point from their own resources, 
at the same time providing for the 
handling of other business than grain. 

Under the Act the Provincial Gov-| 
ernment made cash advance of eighty- 
five per cent. of the cost of each 
elevator built or bought by the Com- 
pany, but had no say whatever as to) 
whether any particular elevator should | 
be bought or built at any particular) 
place, what it should cost or what its 
capacity or equipment should be, In 
security for the loan the Government) 
took a first mortgage on the elevator 
and other property of the Company at 
the given point. The loans on eleva- | 
tors were repayable in twenty equal) 
annual instalments. | 

The Company etarted off with the | 
organization of forty-six Locals in- | 
stead of the twenty which the Act 
ealled for and the construction of} 
forty-two elevators was rushed Ten! 
additional elevators were bought, Al- 
though construction was not complet- } 
ed in time to catch the full season's 
business the number of bushels han- 
dled was 8.776.000, the Grain Growers’ | 
Grain Company acting as selling agent 
By the end of the second year twenty- 
six more elevators had been built and 
the volume of grain handled had ex- 
panded to 6,040,000 bushels. 

Now, this progress had been achlev- 
ed in the face of continuous difficulties 
of one kind and another. Chief of 
these was the attempt to finance such 
a jarge amount of grain upon a smal! 
paid-up capital. The Company found 
that after finishing construction of 
the elevators they had no money with 
nor any assets 
available for bank borrowings. It was 
impossible to obtain credit upon the 
unpaid capital stock, The Provincial 
Government was approached for a 
guarantee of the account along the 
linea followed in Saskatchewan, but 
the Government refused to assume the 
responsibility. 

It was at this juncture that the
